Montroal, Jan. S— A spBcial Liondon 
cable say.s; T'se ollic'lal Board of TraJo 
returns afford Ktrililng evidence that 
tlie astounding tlireu year.s' boom i.s 
fast coming to an end. The increase 
in IJocemljer's exports consisted almost 
entirely of coal. The exports of manu- 
facturers show large declines in iron, 
steel and other metals. Taking the 
year 1907 as a whole, the increase in 
exports was $250,000,000 of which 
about half is estimated as due to in- 
creased quantities expoijted, and the 
rest to inerea.3ed prices of the raw 
mnterials originally imported. The 
year's exports also include an increase 
of $53,000,000 In coal exports. 

Canada's purchase of British manu- 
factures lias undergone a remarkablo 
expansion during tlie year. Of British 
cotton piece goods Canada Ijouglit in 
1!)07, $2,750,000 worth or 60 per cent 
more than in 1906, and in quantity 
just double what was bought in 1900. 
The increase for the year In woollen 
piece goods is $900,000, though in De- 
cember worsteds showed a decrease. 

Export.s of pig iron show an in- 
crease of 57,000 tons during tlio year, 
and- of $900,000 in v-alue. Exports of 
galvanized slieets T'Increased nearly 
$500,000. Steel bars : and sections de- 
clined 17 iier cent In Quantity, while 
the exports of tinned plates remained 
practically stationary. 

A startling item in British Imports 
from Canada Is the decline of the but-' 
ter trade almost to ; the vanishing 
point. The whole year's hutter im- 
ports from Canada were . 35,000 : hun-

As tot. the three years past, the 
trade 'in cattle has declined consider- 
ably, namely, by 35,000 hi^ad, valued 
ac $3,000,000. The importation of cat- 
tle from the United States also declin- 
ed by 50,000 head. The British are ap- 
parently eating more mutton and pork 
and less. beef than previously. 
" oVi the other hand, Canada overtops 
her -Wheat record. Britain la.st year 
Imported 2.'),500,000 bushels of Canad- 
ian wheat, or 2,500,000 bushels more 
than she iroported In 1906, which was 
in itself a record year. The average 
price at British ports in 1907 was Just 
over $1 per bushel, compared with 87 
cents In 190G. Imports of Canadian 
flour increased by 3 4,000 barrels. The 
Canadian sawn timber decline in Brit- 
ish markets was 25 per cent in value 
and 40 per cent In quantity. Sawn 
split timber declined by 20 per cent in 
value and quantity.

China fears, however, that the pro- 
posal will bo In the nature of a com- 
promise, and that they consequently 
will be unacceptable. The Japanese, 
it would appear here, have yielded 
to the wishes of Great Britain and 
the general criticism of her course in 
the postal controversy, but Cidna docH 
not believe that Groat Britain will go 
further and oppose the carrying out of 
Japan's progrannne in Manchuria.

F, A,, Heinze Obliged to Hand 
Bank -Stock Back to the 
- Gould Interest 

UNABLE TO PAY UP PRICE 



Answers to Indictment of the 
Grand Jury in U, S. Cir- 
. ' j'. cult Court - V : 



New York, Jan. 8.— -Unable to meet 
payments due on his stock in the in- 
stitution, F. Augustus Heinze today 
lost control of the Mercantile Na- 
tional bank, the conduct of which, as 
its president, earlier in the day, hud 
brought about his arraignment in the 
United Stjates Circuit court, on 
charges of over-certillcation. 

Just one year ago Heinze bought a 
controlling interest from the Goulds, 
with whom, he pledged^, his,, holdings 
as secur^ty/ito^ii^tila^promlM::!*^ for 
the sanie in full ' within '' one year. 
This loan of $1,200,000 was due to- 
day to EdwLn Gould and Wm. Nelson 
Cromwell, who was a member of the 
Gould party in the banlc before the 
Mercantile was added to the Helnzc- 
Morso chain of llnancial houses. Up 
to the last moment allowed him. 
'Heinzo fought to meet his obliga- 
tions, and so retain his banking In- 
terests. His failure was chronicled in 
the following statement, issued by 
Mr. Cromwell, .after an afternoon 
conference of the parties concerned: 

"The Heinze .'^tock in the Mercan- 
tile National /bank has been acquired 
by Mi".' Gould in a satisfactory ar- 
•rangement. Mr. Heinze was given 
ever.v possible cliance to pay for the 
stock, but because of his Inability to 
do so in tlie time agreed upon, wo 
have been forced to take it over." 

Later Mr. Cromwell added that the 
Gould interests would assume their 
proper place on the bank board at the 
meeting on January This im- 

plies, of course, that the so-called 
Heinze directors will then retire. 

This morning Heinze, under bail 
following indictment by the federixl 
grand jury on' a charge of ;,pver-certl- 
f ylh'^;5?hecks of bis brotheifjiKbroker- 
age /.firm , involylriiif ■ j'tSOiOOOS viras' 'ar- 
raigned.: befqrei<0]udge Cfi'atfleld. ' A 
plea of 'not >*ytiHt7 — was ; entered, with 
permission to alter or withdraw it or 
to make any desired motions later. 
Then an adjournment was ordered 
until January 20, when the final i>lea 
will be made. The bail of $50,000 was 
continued. 

It was reported today that other 
men equally as prominent as Heinze 
In Wall street operations were to be 
called before the federal authorities 
to plead, to similar indictments. Who 
the/ were or when thieir arrests were 
to be expected could not be •learned 
at the district attorney's office. . It is 
known that the grand jury.ijs not yet 
through with its enquiry iiito'' certain 
banlcing' conditions exposed .^'by iithe

RATEPAYERS DISCUSS 
WATER WORKS RYLAW 

Public Meetlfe Wqll ^Attended 
to Hear Explanation' of 
Proposition 



The 'ratepayerii.c»f;,iViqtorla' wore^Klv- 
en an? opjoi'tunltyf -of discussing in the 
all eady) much discussed) water ques- 
tion ]^st-iiight:iw1ien''at a public meet- 
ing calltid -by the: present council at 
the? city hallj about two liumlrcd rate- 
pByera-;t:urned:up. .: At tunes the meet- 
ing! beo&me', somewhat ■ boisterous, but 
on the^-wholo, the:,dIsoussl<l)n'.was order- 
ly and the meeting appeared about di- 
vided as to the proper course to be 
pursued, wliethcr to aubmlt tlie bylaw 
to raise tho $G19,000 at the lortlicom- 
ing election or to leave tlie matter over 
to the ir.CGining council. Finally the 
meeting ended with a vote of thanks 
to the council but with no cxijression 
of opinion as to that body's action in 
relation to the water question. 

Mayor Morley presided and in call- 
ing the meeting to order expressed the 
wish that municipal politics would be 
dropped from the discussion. He re- 
ferred to tlie Iniporlanco of tlio sub- 
ject and enlarged upon tlu^ need of 
instant action, lie was surf tiiat there 
were few but realized tho necessity 
of following out llic r(>C(jiniin-ndatli5ns 
of the water ex-jjert, Arthur L. Adams, 
as outlined in the report of that gen- 
tleman and urged that there was ' no 
reason why the citizens should not 
at once favorably , pass,, upon the by- 
law. Xh^ ;call^a upbrt Aldi. ■ tieridersoh, 
whorn" he called the father Of the by- 
law, to address the meeting. 

Aid. Henderson Speaks 
Aid. Henderson, who was gi-oetod 
with applause, stated that he had in- 
troduced the bylaw, Ijut he repudiated 
any claim to be tlie father of tlie mea- 
sure. The council had unanimously 
agreed last August, in view of the pre- 
vious bylaw being so discussed and 
condemned, that the only way v.'as to 
get more export advice and as M>. 
Adams had before been omployeil he 
was asl<ed to again full.v report on the 
whole niattor and pass upon all avail- 
able sources of supply. Mr. Adams 
investigated tlie whole question, be- 
ing offered every facility and imme- 
diately his report was received it was 
published in thei.press. Therijupon he 
had introduced' tho ■ bylaw. 

In regard .to ' the plan adoi)ted he 
stated that he had read botli reports 
made by Mr. Adama and that gentle- 
man's first and last i..r6ports ■ are prac- 
tically 'tHe'; same, ■.e^96lit that ^.the cost 
of /.'c6riStmop6ft* .a§>[ 
repoM is ; sbmewhEtt'-^ larger " than '. that 
stated in the -first. He hoped that the 
ratepayers would adopt the Elk lake 
scheme. It was not a question of 
adopting the Klk lake scheme for any 
lengthy time', but so long as it was 
tlie cheajjest and best it should be 
taken and when it fails the city will 
have Sooko lake to fall back upon 
and meet Uie growing needs of a much 
larger city than Victoria is. at present. 

Twin'; Sources; • ,. ;. r ;-, 
The t-wo sources' /h'onld*;ibi'' lg!6icecI 
upon.'itogether. Persbfialiy i he hoped 
that' j:ik lake would tbe'fSUnililfe'hli fiU- 
tfia years more, but by that time hoj 
lioped: the city would ha-ve so grown 
that another source would b.e required, 
Mr. Adams, In hie report, stated that 
it would pay the city to develop the 
Elk' lake source rather tlitm to im- 
mediately start upon the Sooke lake 
proposition. The annua^ saving from 
the use -of Elk lake as a source of 
supply could return the cost on im- 
proving the lake, purnplniT station; 
etc., in two years and J as ,-contraoied 
with Millstream, in four years. •' ' 
The idea, as outlined In the by-law 
was to Improve Elk lake. The council 
was asking for $619,000 of which $54,- 
000 would be tor.metera.' There would 
bo $52ii,000;ij&j»epae.dr'>6tliipon Elk 
lak?, but oil A sysffeiil. "6f wterworks, 
of distributing -and Hiservoir wlilch 
would be .reqtilred/^iipit^jitiittfe? '"what 
source Avaa adopted^, Th© Amount- to 
be expend'ed ! uiJdltiiKEltt lake' Would be 
$90,000.

Water Commjsilbnftr Raymur 
•Tames 1/. Haymur, the city water 
commissioner,, was asked to address 
the meeting on tho more detailed itoniB 
of Mr. Adams' rei-)ort. Ho was sub- 
jected to a running fire nf questions 
which would probably have diacon- 
corted any one loss familiar with 
Mr. Adams' figures. lie' rol'orrcd to 
tho conclusions arrived at by tho ex- 
port and stated that of the tliiee 
sburces. Elk lake, Goldstrcam and 
Booke lake tlie council had decided

The lake, when raised 
would give 2,750,000 gallons dally. The 
present daily consumption was about 
2,000,000 and the maximum daily con- 
sumption about 3,000,000 gallons. There 
would be a larger cost to keep the 
meters in repair and for depreciation, 
but on the other hand by pumping into 
the reservoir it Would not be necessary 
to pump -ail the time. The meters 
would, be-:biOught as required. Mr.

To a questlori by T."' -W. Paterson, 
u iiy, when as Mr. Adams shovired In his 
report tlie average' life of the pipes 
to be 25 years, the -bylaw' provided for 
a fifty year loan.iand'-Vv'bataabout re*' 
nowals and whetheir theseSfacts had 
been taken Into i cdhslderatlfin . when 
prbviatWi',' for- the'" sihkihg'^jf und, Mr. 
nayrriiit stated tliat 'the bylaw provldr 
ed for tho loan to run fifty years and 
wlien the pipes wore out they would 
have to be renewed, but those pipes 
which are figured on as lasting twenty- i 
five years wore only a small part of the 
piping to be Installed. He pointed out 
that -Mr. Adam.i has provided in ills 
estimate of cost $7,000 for depreciation 
repairs, etc. In the case of Sool\e | 
lako this amount would have to be j 
larger but that System was not being :

To another question Mr. Raymur 
stated that the present revenue froin | 
water revenue is about $81,000, of i 
wliii'li $10,000 was obtahied from city | 
instltuf ions and the surplus WfiS $15,- 
000. 'j'lie cost of the jjresent outstand- 
ing loans for water purposes was 
$10,000, but this last amount was met 
by— tho revenue and the surplus re^ 
mains. At present the^actual revenud; 
plus. I'oui' ijer cent., would meet tli'i? 
charges upon tlie improvements to l^e 
made to lOlk lake. The sum of $()19,- 
000 did not include Ihe purohase of ex- 
tra watershed at ISlk lalie, but tho city 
had the right to exjiropriato land for 
right of way lor tl'/O extra ditch. The 
extra rate to be levied under the isylaw 
would bo one and tivG-^elghths mills.

Mr. Marchant declared 
sthat th'iB city would probably not getr 
more;;tfian 90 for Us bonds andvthat the 
rawpayera- would find, that by the time 
th.%' hail, paid thapk: the money borrow- 
ed it"WoUld fibst them in the neighbor- 
hood of .$l,^dO,()00, 

Questioned ;:a8 to what would be 
done with the 'bid pipe now dbwn. Mr. 
Ri(ymur stated that a lot' of -It could 
be used agahi, but a .largo quantity ot 
two-inch piping Wflu Id- be: useless. He 
al.so ytated that i£ the bv-law -passed 
there would not be much, benefit de- 
rived ■ from • tho new- improvements 
until well on Into ;ia09, though next 
year,- If work commeiwed early, there 
might be improved afstributing power 
but no reservoir. 

To Mr. Paterson, who asked if it 
were a fact .that after all the discus- 
sion on water.'inatters during:, the pu^t 
year-: or-.tWO(-f-'li'"Ava* '^ndtf-i -yett.fkno\vn 
what was the extetit of thei-Blk lake 
watershed, Mr. Raymur said It liad 
n^Vfit. i)eten surveyed iiroperiy, and 
Mfcyor wCorley declared that Mr. Ad- 
artis 'was well aware that Elk lake pre- 
'sented a great, many more possibilities 
but he was also aware that it would 
not be a very good section, say in 
twenty-five years, when the district 
had become settled and so rendered 
unsafe for further use. Rather than 
stay longer than that period Mr. Ad- 
ams hail advised going to another 
source. 

Rights at Elk Lake. 

Mr. Marchant asked if the council 
had I'ormod any idea as to the cost of 
retaining right.-i to Elk lake. , Mayor 
jMorloy tliouglu tho city had tho right, 
and lie believed tiie provincial gov- 
ernment admitted such rights, to rt!- 
tain Sooke lake by purchasing any 
rights obtained by any persons- The 
(dty lias the right to go anywhere up 
to twenty mlIcK from the city to take 
water for domestic and lire purposes, 
lint he thought that if the city did not 
cxL'ri'lso till! right within a reusfuiablo 
tiniu it miglit close It. That was why 
tlie recent resolution was paB.^ed in

: : Mr. Haldane lias set people talliing 
all over the United Kingdom. Ho said 
. ^substantially that the King gave his 
ministers the benefit of his advice. 
There has been considerable of an up- 
roar over 'this'arid some people have 
aslted if England is returning to the 
days of the Stuarts. It is surprising 
how tlie British people can vorlc 
^themselves up into a semi-panic about 
nothing, when there is no great ques 
tion domanding consideration. A notion 
has grown up in some quarters that 
the monarch of the British Empire is 
only a flgure-head or a means of reg- 
istering the win of the sovereign peo- 
ple. Ultimaltely he is the latter, but 
he Is also one of the people himself. 
He is an Englishman, or, if you pre- 
fer the term, a Britisher. As such he 
must have a certain degree of influ- 
ence, and If, as happens to be the 
case at present"; he is a very wise, 
^very- tactful and widely-experienced 
1 man, hii influence is altogether too 
valuable to be set a.side because of 
an imaginary fear that we are return- 
ing to days of absolutism. King Ed- 
ward is a constitutional monarch. • He 
irobahly under.-itands the rights, priv- 
jieges and duties of his position quite 
as well as any one else, and he U not 
at all likely to go a step further than 
his duty to his fellow countrymen re- 
ciulres him to. If he has strong views 
upon any subject, it seems to us that 
he would be false to ills kingly ollice 
if he failed to impress them upon his 
minister^ . , r.,'H,.)^;hey; are,.m agree 
•with him, 'elthe?he musti^^^^^ his 
mini.'!ters must reslRn and allow him 
to nnd ministers M'lio will undertake 
to justify his course to Parliament, 
which is the court , of f last resort, the 
.popular voice iinding expression in 
,the House of Commons. We thinlc 
those people who are alarmed at tlie 
;rinfiuenee of the King are needlessly

CENTRAL EMIGRATION BOARD 

The Central Emigration Board is an 
organization with oiliccs at 70 Temple 
(.'humbers, Uondon. The president is 
the DuliO of Sutherland; the Chairman 
is Sir Clement Kinloch-<-)ooke, the 
treasurer Sir ■\Viiliam Chance, Bart., 
:;and the ;i ■secretary Mr. P. Stewart 
i-Hamllton. ' Assbciated prominently 
-.with the Board is Lord Hindiip. Mr. 
Clive Pliilllps-Wolley will represent- 
the organization in this province. In 
a letter to Mr. -Wplley>^ 1^^^^ 
after speaking of' some' matters of 
routine, says: "There is a further 
question to be raised, and we will 
bring it up shortly, to try and in- 
fluence the sending out oC younger 
sons of well-to-do people, who will 
eventually go to, the Colonies, to go 
out when about arid r4, ao as to 
grow up with the Province and get a 
thorough knowledge of local .surround- 
ings. For this purpose we would wish 
a gram; , of ,;lan^ ,so that a certain 
amount of agricultural knowledge 
might be imparted to these boys, to- 
gether with their regular education." 

This idea is an attractive one, al- 
though to carry It' ^put in practko 
would call for the "exercise of a good 
deal of judgment. What is proposed 
is sonictliing in the nature of an ag- 
ricultural college, concerning the bene- 
fits of which we had something to .^ay 
a few days ago. We suggest to Mr. 
Wollcy, of whose hearty -interest in 
all things pertaining! to the welfare 
of tlie country the public have had .so 
many evidences, if it might not bo 
feasible to establish an agricultural 
college, to wlilch^ y^uijj^ ;Brt^^ Co- 
lumbians coulS' go 'by'' paying proper 
charges. As ho knows, it would not 
be very easy to get a suitable site 
from the government, for the establish- 
ment proposed by the. Board would 
have to be near some centre of popu- 
lation, but wo fancy it would not bo 
unreasonable to expect • assistance In 
some form irom the province, if a 
practical plan were proposed. 
/ Let it be supposed that a tract"of 
considerable area, some of It la a state 
of nature, but fit for cultivation, and 
the remainder suitable for pasture or 
already under cultivation. In a locality 
near good means of communication 
and close, enough to a city to mako 
the procuring of medical attendance 
in case of necessity an easy matter. 
Suppose that a school were estabilslied 
on the tract, w>iet;e boys could recnlve 
the hlgherj^. branches of an ordinary 
sohboi ' 'edUfaatiiw be tauglit agri- 
culture and Idndred arts. To such an 
Institution under gbdd management 
boys might very ivoll be sent from the 
United Kingdom, and we have not the 
least doubt tliat many of our own 
people would bo glad : of the chance 
to send theit*' own lads to it. It would 
be an excellent institution and one 
firat tho legislature would bo dispo.sud

THE ALL-RED ROUTE 

TiiV following V ; from the Montreal 
Witness deals with a subject tliat 
comes very closely , home to Vic- 
torians: ' ' 

"'>.o new issue of $24,000,000 of new 
stock by the Canadian Paoillc is 
causing a good deal of talk in finan- 
cial circles, not only in this country, 
but in tho United States amT England, 
and there Is much speculation as to 
tile uses to which tlie money will be 
put. In this connection an interest- 
ing rumor comes from. England to tho 
effect that the money is to be used 
for the specific purpose of so strengtli- 
ening tlie company's lleeta on the At- 
lantic and tlio Pacific as to bring into 
actual being the fast Ail-Red route, 
about which there has been so much 
talk lately — a development which 
would have the- effect of rendering 
superliuous the proposed steamship 
line via Blacksod bay. . 

According to the story there Is a 
probability of the British government 
renewing the contract with th^: G.?iR- 
for the carriage of rhails to the. Orient, 
which contract expires In ApWlrnext. 
If this is done,.,aow6ver, the terms 
will be radicallyc^reyjssd,, both as re- 
gards the time to be occupied in the 
carriage of mails, and lii the amount 
of the subsidy to be paid. The Brit- 
ish government is convinced that 
tills time could be cut down consid- 
era-bly, and any new contract will like- 
ly call for much faster ships. Indeed 
there is talk of the C. P. R. building 
four new ships for the Atlantic service 
exceeding by five thousand tone apiece 
any boat at present sailing to Canadi- 
an ports, and with a speed of Ifrom 23 
to 25 knots an hour. This would be 
transferred to the Pacific-Orient route, 
and .supplemented by two more vessels 
of the same size, so as to establish a 
fortnightly service instead of a montli- 
ly one with China and Japan. It is 
understood, according to"" some infor- 
mation received from London, that 
no important consideration in connec- 
tion with this scheme will be the 
establishment of a new steamship 
service between Canada and Aus- 
tralia, and the belief is that the pres- 
ent C. P. R. boats now running be- 
tween Vancouver and Japan will be 
utilized for this service. 

It need hardly be pointed out that 
If there is anything in these rumors — 
and as ever>-body kno\vs, tji.c C, P. R. 
certainly is about' to grcatl.v improve 
its ocean fleets — it will be the greatest 
•st^p forward in Canadian develop- 
ment that' has been made for a long 
time past, and will immediately result 
in an enormous increase In this onun- 
try's shipping busines.s. With such a 
fleet, Canada woiJld hold the blue rib- 
bon .of thfttAtlaritlc, for no line run- 
ning Into, Ne^v.^ybrjc would be able to 
compare ;Wrth;it':M point of time, nor 
surpass- It >In'^'aipc'qminp(3^^^ v.; ' 
, Seyeral ;pi;p'n)thent ^financiers; . : when 
spoken to about the ma:tter this morn- 
ing, expressed the; hope ithat the ru- 
mors' were true" is -they '-weYe' strongly 
in favor of seeing the proaosed f'a.st 
line placed in the' hands of sucli a 
company as the C.-P. R., which not 
only understands Canadian require- 
ments and pps.slbilitles, but has proved 
itself able to carry great enterprises 
to a succcssful is.'sue. 

It would undoubtedly bo very much 
to the interest of tho people of Vic- 
toria to have the Canadian Pacific 
take hold of the All -Red line, as the 
result would unquestionably ■ be .the 
making of this port, or E.squimalt, 
the terminus of the ocean line. No 
other rnihvay comp.Tnv is at proaent 
in a position to handle the bu.siiness, 
although it does not necessarily follow 
that a railway company must do .so. 
It will be several years before the 
Cr.ond Trunk Pacific or ;iic Canadian 
Northern can be in the field for trans- 
Pacific business and there will un- 
doubtedly be a disposition on the part 
of the Canadian Parliament to' favor 
the claims to ttio Canadian Pacific . to 
be considered in connection with this 
gre^'t ' imperial' project. 

ORIENTAL IMMIGRATION. 

The Vancouver World says of Orl- 
ent.il Immigration: "Until lately we 
have been inclined to treat this as a 
P.ritish Columbia question, or as a 
Canadian one. Sign.? are not wanting 
liowever, that it is now to take 
rank as a great Imperial problem to 
bo settieil on Imperial lines." We are 
very glad to find our contemporary In 
accord with tho Colonist in this mat- 
ter. AVe have from the beginning de- 
clined to discuss - It froijp tlie local 
standpoint' only. ' The local aspect of 
the case is important as casting light 
upon tne genera! problem, but the 
man, who fancies that the question 
r an be di^poaed of by tho parsing of 
a few resolutions or holding a few jia- 
rades, makes a serious error, .;W'e, quote 
from our contemporary 

Hitherto immigration has been reg- 
ulated on haphazard lines witli conse- 
quent friction not only lietween parts 
of the Empire and foreign states Init 
liotween one part of the f^niplre and 
another. ■\\'hat is wanted is a recog- 
nition of the principle tiiat not all parts 
of the Empire are open to all tho 
King's subjects. In short, an Imperial 
code of laws should bo formulated 
under which white men's lands such 
as Canada co'uld bo closed to Orien- 
tals whether under British or foreign 
government. Let representatives of 
Great Britain, Canada, Australia find 
tlio other self-governing colonie.s and 
also of India meet on an equal footing 
and draw uj) immigration edicts 
wlilch, coming from such an authority, 
could be promulgated with less lUte- 
iiliood of Irritating either the colored 
races undbr i'BritlBh^' jUrlsdl^ or 
sensltlvefcnatiphs! outside it. iTor the 
present, ■ of , CO tirse, we must have ade- 
quate pt'otectlon; from Ottawa, hut 
until the Bf)here of'<the white man In 
tho British- dominions the world over 
i.i marked off,' until the line Is drawn 
which tho Asiatic may not cross, the 
hnal solution of the problem is still to 
a^eic. 

I'We do not know that \yo can wliolly 
abcept tho views oxpresied in the 
above paragraph, for we are far from 
bbhiK sure as to tho ability o£ the

To put It in a nutshell, 
people of the United States become 
seized .vith the conviction that they 
can and must whip Japan, President 
Roosevelt will find It almost Impossible 
to convince them that there Is any ne- 
cessity for pursuing a policy of concil- 
iation.

Banks and tUe People. , 

Tn times of prosperity the banks lend 
freely and le: their reserves i-un low, 
thus encoura.nint; evi;iy lino of enter- 
prise. When the stringency comes they 
can sustain tliolr earnings by reduced 
loans at higher rates. This permits the 
streiigllienlng of reserves against the 
danger of a panicky demand, and la in 
ev^-i-y way satisfactory frniii a banking 
standpoint. From the slandiioint of the 
business community there are cau.ses 
complaint. Accommodation becomes 
most restricted when it is most in 
demand. The enterprises encouraged by 
free advances during times of prosper- 
ity are closed up by the refusal of ad- 
vances. The public llnd abundance of 
money when it is least in demand, and 
an .aggravated stringency when tho de- 
mand is rntist urgent. Instead of exert- 
ing a regulating Influence, the tendency 
of tho banking policy is to hel]) a ple- 
thora and accentuate a stringency. Tho. 
reserves now being accumulated are no 
longer justified by any reasonable fear 
of a panic. They serve to tlo up funds 
required In commerce and industry. Such 
extreme caution Is all the les-i justified 
on account of the. policy of the Finance 
Minister In affording relief and protec- 
tion, .Some banks have niiulo a serious 
effort tn meet the needs cf their cus- 
tomers by Ignoring poaslble criticism 
of their dimltd.shed rei'?rves. This 
should be appreciated l,y the public, and 
followed as an example by the loading 
Canadian hanlcers, As tlio time of dan- 
ger is past, tho l^anks can give greater 
attention to the needs of the public and 
less to tho strengthening of their own 
defences. — Toronto: Globe.-

The late Fdward Hanlan, whose 
death occurred at his iiome in To- 
ronto the otlier day was born in To- 
ronto July li;, IS.'iS, and first rowed 
a race as member of the Flshcnnen's 
crow, 1S71. In the following year he 
won a couple of skiff races. In 1873 
he rowed Ids first race in shells, beat- 
ins? Wliliams and McKen. In 1874 
and 1875 lie won several local races,' 
never being beaten. In August, 187G, 
he won a cha^npionship belt given by 
the Tornto, Rowing Cl.ub, In Sep- 
tember, 1870, he won the' singie.s at 
the Centennial regatta, at Philadel- 
i plila, boating Harry Coulter and H. 
Thoinas (London, Eng.), Pat Luther, 
John Higgin.s (London, Kng.). Kvan 
Morris, Fred. Plai.'ited and Alec. Bray- 
ley. Tho time of tlio final heat was 
Ul.O'J, the record at that time for three 
miles with turn. From 13VG to 1334 
he was all but invincible, only being 
beaten in a regatta at Providence, K. 
I., in 1880, when he retired ai tho 
stake boat, having some .days before 
wrenched his side. During these 
years he defeated, among other.'!, Wal- 
lace Ross (twice), Plalsted, Morris 
(for the championship of Ainerlca in 
1878), Courtney, Hawdon (Tyno), Kl- 
diott (champion of England in 1S7'J, 
Tyne), Ililey, Trickett (twice, Thames, 
for tho world's championship in ISSO 
and 1SS2), Ijiyaock, Coyd, Tecmer, 
Lee and Oaudaur. In ISSi, and again 
in la&b, .Beach (Australia) defeated 
him, the former occasion being his 
first defeat in a match race, but pre- 
vious to the .second race Hanlan de- 
feated Clifford.. Hanlan having , re- 
turned from ■ Australia, Teemer won 
the Americari championship from him 
at Troy, in October, 1S85. Teemer 
lost the title to Gaudaur, and in 1SS7 
Ilanian twice rowed the latter for it. 
On the lirsl occasion, in Jlay, Gaud- 
aur won. On the second, In July, 
Hanlan was victorious, both races be- 
ing rowed at Pullman, 111. On 
August 13, in tlie same year, Teemer 
for the second time won the chani- 
pionsliip from Hanalan, the course 
being on Toronto bay. Hanlan vis- 
ited Australia again to meet Beach, 
who had previously declined to row 
in England, although the former went 
fliero to moot him. On tho Nepean 
liarilan lost his third race to Beach, 
v.'ho resigned in favor of Kemp, who 
later on also defeated Canada's rei)- 
rcsentaiive. Hanlan nest boat Trick- 
ott and Kemp again beat him, as did 
al.so Beach for tho fourtii time. Ex- 
hibition r.tcfta ent;agcd Hanlarrs ul- 
tenilon in 1839 and 18S0, and these 
were two quiet ycara. Tiic ex-chani- 
plon came prominently boforo tho 
public again in 1831, but v,-as unable 
to got on many matches. He went 
out to the I^aclfle coast, and -^vas 
t)C*ion on September 21 by A. Mac- 
lean at New Westminster, but the 
victor had oQO yards start. On Sep- 
tember 24 he was second to Wni. 
O'Connor in a regatta at Nov/ West- 
minster. On October SI lio defeated 
Chas. Stephenson on Shawnigan lake, 
B. C. Prior to ills tiip to the Pacific 
noaat, on August 8, at Hamilton, Han- 
lan and O'Connor beat Gaudaur and 
MoKay in a race for the double i'cuU 
championship of America.

It means— it niuiat mean ulflmatelj' — 
gpveriinj^t of those people by them- 
selves. .Its success in the Intervening 
period' Is only possible if the Irish peo- 
ple can come to believe tliat the Eng- 
lish Chief secretary Is really seeking 
to do his best for Ireland in an im- 
possible situation, and deserving in 
consccjucncc of a generous rospon.so 
from those people themselves. No 
English Chief secretary.

Transformation of Energy. 

Tho latest science recogniites at least 
nine different forms of oner,'Ty into 
wliicli a single 'force may jiass and re- 
pass wltlioiit diminution or loss. That, 
of cour.so, is tho great discovery of 
modevM science, that energy niay bo 
triinsformed from one form into an- 
other, but cannot be destroyed. 

AVhat we call death is not annihila- 
tion, it i,s only a change of energy. Do- 
cay, is simply, the breaking up of life 
Into new and irioi-e riiultlplied forms of 
life. 

Not Immediately was the bearing of 
tills scientific law on tlio doctrine of 
Immortality recognized. And yot, as 
tho mind adjusts itself to the almost 
protean forms of energy, it becomes 
apparent that life Itself, wlilcii i.s tho 
highest form of energy we know, must 
Inevitably liecomo subject to this law. 

Death, when it touches a human life, 
is nut destruction of energy, it i.s 
aimply a. change, through which life 
pusses into some now form Of activity. 

Your candle, for instance, bi^rns 
down to the socket and after, a flicker 
or two, goes out. ■ To the ■ eye'' 6f sense 
that is th<i end pf ypur,. candle, and It- 
has been usod.'over and over again as 
the image of death, .But, according to 
till! law of tho conservation of energy, 
tho llghtf and energies of that- candle 
are not lost. Thoy have passed Into 



other forms of energy, more 'subtle, 
but not less real. 

A log is slowly consumed upon the 
hearth until nothing remains but a 
heap of flimBy ash, but the light 
and energies of that log are not 
lost. The life wliich was in the 
tree deiiosltod in that log certain 
forces, and the fire has liberated 
those forces in other modes of activ- 
ity. The wiiole universe Is a vast area 
of ceaseless, indestructible energy, of 
which life is the highest type. 

Within the last half dozen years 
science has emphasized still another 
fact, namely, that the more powerful a 
force is the less visible It is to human 
sight, tlie less susceptible of recogni- 
tion. The energy of radium, for ex- 
ample, is so treniondouB tha.t.tho hun- 
dredt|i part rpt? a Vgryn of radium 
dropped into its own "Weight of water 
will change the temperature of that 
^vater from the freezing point to the 
boiling point in a single hour. 

It is, of course, admitted thtrt this 
does riot prove the immortality of the 
individual soul by any means, but it 
does prove the indestructibility of life. 
Religion has surely gained a magnill- 
ccnt' trophy from science when science 
tells her that lifo is an indestructible 
c lenient in the universe.— North Amer- 
ican Beview.'. ■ _^

PRISONERS ESCAPE 
*;ysEROM LOCAL JAIL 



Two Young Men Who. -..Were 
Qo.ayjcted,,.^t.yancouyer 
■ 'Gef'A'Way ' 



Two prisoners, working under guard 
in the quarry at the provincial jail, 
slipped away unob.'r'orved about 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, and, 
made . good . their- escape before the 
alarm Vfaa - raised;. The offlc'ers were 
on the trail half ian hour after, but at 
a late hour last night had not located 
tho men. The escaped convicts are 
thought to be heading In the direction 
of Cordova bay, as their two coats 
\V(^re picked up on Quadra .street a 
quarter of a mile from the jail by 
guards sent in pursuit. Search was 
being made for them last night in. the 
Cadboro bay and. Oak bay - districts 
though without avail. 

Tho men were S. Y. Parr, serving 
IS months for obtaining money under 
false pretences, and George Conner- 
ly, serving 15 months tor theft. They 
aro both young fellows, and were 
tried and convicted in Vancouver. 
They were brought to the Victoria 
jail in November along -with a num- 
ber of other prisoners In order to re- 
lieve .the .jail at Neiiv,,. Westminster, 
which was, Dvero.rpwd«!d* - 'STesterday 
they were working In- the quarry in 
charge of two guards along with a 
number of other prisoners. The sen- 
ior guard's attention was taken in 
directing a blast, and it was while ho 
uas lo(M-;ing after this that Parr and 
Conncrly got away. They wore not 
In irons, though they wore the regula- 
tion prison uniform. 'When tho sen- 
ior gu.ard returned from tho blast he 
noticed the absence ot the two pri- 
.sniicr.s, and at once gave the alarm. 
Chase was given at once, but the 
short time that had elapsed was 
amply suillclcnt to g-ive the men a 
clear .start. 

Parr Is 21 years old, 5 feet 10 1-2 
Inches in height, and weighs 150 
pounds. He ' has , > brown hair, blue 
oye.'s, and' sallow complexion. He Is 
single and intemperate in his habits. 
He Is a-'tailor and cutter by trade. 
He was sent down for 18 months on 
March 13, 1907, and so had about, 
eight months to serve, • 

Connerly Is 19 years old, 5 feet 6 
Inches tall, weighs 150 pounds, has 
light brown hair and blue eyes and 
sallow conipiexiou. Ke Is .a printer by 
trade, sin.gle and temperate in ills 
habits. lie has two crossed Hags tat- 
tooed on his right farearm.. Ho was 
sent up for 15 months rui June 27 
last, and so has about eight months 
to serve also.

SCHOOLS INADEQUATE 
FOR CWS NEEDS 



Sciiool Board Deals With Vari- 
. ous Important Problems 
Last Evening ", " ' ■ 



The last session of the board ot 
school trustees for the present term 
hold last evening .iit tho school board 
ofllces was occupied with ono or tv.'o i 
important matters. Chief of thc.=;e was 
the resolution whicli calls to tlie at-^ 
tentlon of tiie .liicoming board tho ab- 
solute inadequacy of present school 
accommodation. The congestion Is 
common to all the schools, but In two 
of them In particular this is most 
marked. The two schools are. the 
Boys' Central school, where ;U^e::,c'6nv;: 
ditlons arising . from, oyepcrpwdlhB 
were doscrlljqd ' as ; ;etb?,b^iit;ely!::i;Tinsa^^ 
tary and , th6? ;dtKef • was t^^ 
street school. >'ln;I one ^<if ,jthe^ ^ro 
of the Boys' :'.Ce,ntrfil';.fch'b6i; lOOi piiplls 
comprlslrigl:twpi'<jla'si|y;'are herded and 
It is altogether 'prbbabie that the in- 
coming board -will have to decide upon 
dividing the -school day between tho 
classes, giving one class the room for 
tho morning, the other the room for 
tho afternoon classes. 

In the Kingston street school thpro 
are 100 pupils for whoso tuition three 
teacher.s are provided. 

The school boai'd granted permits 
to attend school to such Chinese chil- 
dren as had parents living in the city 
and who were qualHied to tal<o their 
placL.'? in the ordinary classes. 

The resignation of Trustee Alfred 
Huggett, a, member of the board for 
sevfii years, was received with regret. 
Chairman George Jay, who joined the 
trustee board at the same time^Ceulp-'. 
gized Mr. Huggett highiy and;:reiprred; 
in glowing terms., to the zeal ; ■which, 
that gentlemiE(.n- hddVfever ■exhibited ; in; 
the> cause of educatibnii Mr. Huggett's 
efforts In Jthe cause of collegiate edu- 
cation had especially been crowned 
with success. ,.W. W. Northcott was 
appointed returning officer and re-, 
quested to arrange for a bye-election 
to fill Mr. Huggett's place as soon as 
possible after the forthcoming elec- 
tions. The candidate elected will serve 
out the balance of Mr. Huggett's 
term, one year. 

The proceedings otherwise were of a 
routine nature. 

A committee consisting of the chair- 
man, Mr. Jay and Trustee Bishop was 
appointed to deal with the communica- 
tion ot Mi.-is Mills, drawing mistress in 
the graded schools. The latter .sot 
forth that owing to the Increased de- 
mands of tho recently issued curri- 
culum greater time would be required 
for drawing tuition. Miss Mills, in 
view of this being decided upon, ask- 
ed Increased remuneration. 

A communication from R- J- Well-- 
wood, janitor of the South Park schopl, 
asking that his salary be Increased 
from $55 to' $6B per month.-vvas receiv- 
ed and tabled. " An increase to $60 had 
already been .'.gifthte^. i -■ ',' . 

A letter;?fe6m ■sJtlsaS^^^llllams, prm- 
clpal of the girls' central school, was 
received. . Miss Williams asked that 
she be granted an Increase similar to 
that , granted the male principals of 
the other graded schools. . The lettter 
stated that the increase ,was asked 
not alone on account Of the' increased 
cost of living, but also ,; ' 

(1) Because of. tJjeU^orea^ed growth 
of the* &hbdl''eictr'a labor.' was eh- 
tailed. 

(2) Discrimination against her aS 
principal was a reflection upon the 
work of the school and upon herself 
as principal. 

For various reasons a woman 
teacher cannot add to her income by 
labor outside school hours. 

The report was laid on tho table and 
dealt with at the eonclu.<-:lon of the or- 
dlnar.y business by the board In com- 
mittee of the whole, from whose ses- 
sion the press was excluded. The com- 
mittee later rose, and., adylsed the 
board In ordinary;- <se38lb|i . that the 
wage scale remain the sarne. Miss 
Williams .will not receive the desired 
Increase. 

The report of the finance committee 
recommending tho payment of $790.13' 
in expense accounts was rendered by 
Mrs. Jenkins. The adoption Of the 
report was recommended to the In- 
coming board, no money at present 
being forthcoming. 

The report of the, buildings comnilt- 
te© wsis' renaerefl bV -;).Tru'dtee' Peter 
Riddeli; ' He^ stated ; that some , neces- 
sary repalr^Uo' the 'Nbrth ward sph'o'bl 
had been efCectedj' ah^fthai. . satisfac-- 
tory progress was being made with 
the new Victoria West school, the sec- 
ond floor joists being laid. Mr. Rid- 
dell referred to the conge.-jted condi- 
tion of the Kingston street and Boys' 
Central schools. The board was face 
to face with a gr.ave situation wldch 
they must be prepared to deal with. 

Mrs. Jenkins referred to tlie same 
question. In ono room of the Central 
school there were 85 pupils under one 
teacher. In another there were two 
classes comprising in all 100 pupils. 
Something iihould bo done at once. 

Trustee Lewis stated that the board 
should face the (luestion and ask for 
money for nioro schools. A new school 
should be erected in the e.a.stern por- 
tion of tlie city and additional room 
should be added to tho Kingston 
street achool. 

Mrs. Jenkins thought that for tho 
present in };he case of tho two classes 
in the one rooni, the time, should be 
divided be£M/een ttfeih; One class 
should use the room in ,the' inorning, 
the other In the afternoon. '• 

Trustee Biddell broached, the advis- 
ability of purchasing a portable scSool 
such as had been employed With some 
success in Vancouver. Thlis could be 
obtained for $1,080, and would bo a 
raolhod prefoi-able to the renting- of 
halls, as had been advised by .some of 
the other members. Finally a resolu- 
tion as no';e(l above was offered by 
Mrs. JenkiuK, seconded by ifr. Lewi.s 
and passed by the ljuard. 

The quo.-ition of the ajii)licatlons of 
the Chinese children for admission to 
tile schools was then gone into. A 
number of new ;ip])licatlons liad been 
recoivod, while from those \vho had 
been denied admission formerly there 
wero fresli ai)plicatlons. Some of the 
latter .^et forth iliat the "lioys had in 
the meanwhile been attending private 
Hcliool, and wore now In a po.sitlon to 
.take up the ordliuu-y school work. 

Tile chalrnian slated that a number 
of tliese had presented ilieniselves at 
the school board oillces for an oral 
test.

dozen; and alligaluis, very small but 
extremely lively, may be purchased 
Cor as little a:i 5 shillings apiece.

Within;: tlie.' conilnos 
of the dity,, it will perhaps be inevit- 
able that 'as years go on, they , shall 
disappear. But while they remain, dis- 
ease, should^ not be allowed 'to (destroy 
their beauty and fruitfuiness.v:, ■'-'h 

In the inimediate vicinity of Victoria 
fruit -.growing is tho occupation of a 
/large and increasing number of people. 
At the present rate of progress it will 
not be long bpfore the whole Saanioh 
peninsula will be devoted to ^theT cul- 
ture- of fruits large and small. The"re- 
ports. that have ■ recently come from 
ICngland" concerning . the high praise 
that has been bestovved on British Col- 
umbia.^apples leads to- the conviction 
that from fruit a great part of the tut 
urc -.wealth of British Columbia will hi 
derived.', In view of these facts it is 
imperative that ev erythhig possible 
shall 'be done to keep our orchards in 
the best condition. The parasites that 
infest the trees and that multiply and 
spread so quickly must be destroyed 
promptly. 

In many of the orchards surroundin 
rented houses tho trees have become 
so unhealthy that they can not be 
saved. This will be a matter for tho 
inspector to decide. Where, however, 
spra>'hig can cure the tree and prevent 
infection of healthy ones, in the neigh 
borhood householders should, even at 
the cost of some little trouble and ex 
pcnsc, complv readily with tho orders 
of the government oflicials.

The chaflng dish has long played a 
pleasing rqle'ln^the^'gentle art of enter- 
taining. The supper ufFer the play or 
after a game ot cards is hardlv con- 
sidered complete without it. Liut of 
late it has made tor itself a now posi- 
tion m tho sterner everyday lite of 
the tamlly wltnout a / domestic or 
housed 111 n small apartment either in 
city or small town. ' ' . 

It is used tor warming all sorts of 
canned goods, but it shows to best ad- 
X'aiitage when employed In the concoc- 
tion of some specially prepared mix- 
ture. 

IPor Instance, try creamed chicken 
witli green peppers. In tho morning, 
while doing up your -^vork, simmer tho 
cliick-en until tender and pour off the 
broth for soup stock. If your family 
is dinall, set aside half' the ,rheat for 
chicken salad and half for creamed 
chicken. ■ Gut up the latter portion 
moderately, fine, but do , not mince;" 
Place this in a pretty bowl. Take one 
large or two very small green peiipers. 
cut oft tho tops, remove all trace nt 
seeds and stem throug.i tho cent(!r, 
wash and drop the shells Into boiling 
water and simmej: gently for twenty 
minutes. Remove and cut up in tiny 
squares or dice. Now, when dinner 
time comes, with the chaling dish be- 
fore you, and on one side the bowl of 
chicken and on the other the diced 
lieppers, mix the savory dish for tiie 
meal. iMelt two tablespoons of butter 
In your chafing dish and rub smooth- 
ly into this two tablespoons of flour. 
Add slowly a pint of milk, or a pint of 
nillk and chicken broth mixed. When 
creamy thick add your cliickcn and 
peppers, simmer gently for a tew 
minutes, adding salt and cayenne pep- 
per, or better still, Hungarian pepper, 
commonly known as paprika. .Seirye on 
hot plates or on toast. 

Another delicious . combination . is 
crab nieat with green peppers, known 
as crab moat De\voy.fol?or,;;this buy a 
pint of crab meat, readyfqobked. and, 
P Icked,,., but ^ I \w6uld , ^ adyis^ ■ yxnij tOj 
pick it over , oi^^', more before Setting 
it iorth -with , your chafliig' dish. Pre- 
pare the peppers as described above. 
Make the creani ' sauce . in the same 
way, , stir in ,cra)j meat and serve on 
toast. . .. . 

Creamed clams are a rich and tooth- 
some dish. Have ready tho soft part 
of tw<9 dozen clams, Di.scard every 
scrap of tho hard section, and dip the 
soft part into a saucepan of boiling 
water for one niinuto. It is best to 
have them in a deep sieve or strainer 
when you dip tlienl in tho water. 
Drain and mince ' flfiely and set a.sido 
in a bowl. HaVe''ready also one small 
onion minced fine. When ready to 
cook in the chaling dish, make creani 
sauce as described above, two table- 
spoonful; of flour and two of butter, 
with a pint of milk or milk and clam 
juice mixed. Season with salt, a dash 
of nutmeg and paprika and serve on 
liot toast. ■ . ■ ^ 

Clams Newberg 

Prepare three dozen clams by re- 
moving all the hard section and 
steeping tlie soft part in boiling water 
lor one minute. Lay in your chafing 
disli with half a gill of sherry. A.dd a 
dash of salt, some cayenne pepper and 
II saltspoon of nutmeg. Simmer briskly 
for one minute. Then add one and a 
half gills of cream and one gill of cold 
milk. Simmer gently for ftve minutes. 
Beat three eggs )n''two- tablespoong''.ot 
cream and add 'tH'esc with half v; an 
ounce of bujtter. Stir gently for three 
minutes or until the cream' forms, but 
he careful "not to let the eggs, curdle.

CLEAN SPEECH CRUSADE 

A uniciuo and .significant thing is -a 
crusade or reform movement for clean 
sxjeecb that Just now is-niaking head- 
way in New York; city;:^'When proces- 
sions of as many as 25j00'0 men march 
tho street.s in a cause, perhaps "head- 
way" is not strong enough to des- 
cribe it. : 

Fifty thousand men are enrolled in 
the movement. All that they set out 
for themselves and aslc oc their fellow 
nion is clean speech. They agree not to 
indulge in prof;ine swearing or foul 
language of any kind. In idle speech 
that easily opens the way to such 
tilings. Here is a reform that runs to 
the ver.v roots of conduct and of char- 
acter. Let any man that indulges in 
ribald or obscene speech or who swears, 
thoughtleasl.v, even and on what may 
seem to be sudden provocation, set a 
watch on his tongue and see what an 
effect it will have • on ' hi^, character in 
a little while. 

This New, York movement is fostered 
by the Holy Name society, Roman 
Catholic In its origin and membership. 
Every Sunday there are iiarfido.s, as 
many as 25,000 men in line, with ban- 
ners, indicative of the purpose at the 
head, and in the ranks march priests. 
The point of attaciv is usually a com- 
mon in some slum region. But this is 
not all. The movement is not confined 
to the Catholic church and has attract- 
ed adherent.s regardless of church lines 
or religious profession, as it must if it 
comes to full usefulnes.'!. The members 
ot the Holy Name society, of course, 
have a roli,gious impulse back of tlieni. 
But they reach for membership among 
all that will agree with them in the 
effort for clean siieech. 

They use somethin.g like Salvation 
Army tactici, Tliere have been 20 
parades wending- their way to cliurch 
mu.slc through the streets of the .qreat 
city, iiKikliig no plea but tlie simple one 
for clean speech, asking no profession 
of I'aitli, Ijiiit the resolution to put away 
swearing and all manner , of vile speak- 
ing. Surely the moral effect of such a 
spectacle must be profound.

A .'iplendid reception was accorded 
the Virginian princess. State and 
church combined to do hor honor. 
.Tames I. received her and her brother 
at court. They attended .a performance 
at WhilehiiU or !i Twelfth iN'Ight, 
niasfiue by lien Jonson (January U, 
1617), of which they .spoke with ap- 
proval. 'I'lie Ulaliop of London enter- 
tained her '•with festive jionip." Tho 
princess' jiortrai*^ was jialnted ancl 
engraved liy distinguished artist.s,, Her 
dlgniflod;, bearing was generally com-:

Tien Jon.son that tho prlncesa was oc- 
casionally seon, to tho dismay of her 
hosts, to ' enter tavern doors.

Mr. O'siiUlvan characterized the 
present turmoil in Brlllsh .Columbia 
athletics as due ' to the "tlnhprn 
speeles of iprofepslonalisjn," which had 
.pcept- into the sports pf the province 
'a'hia; had been the means of practical- 
'lyj^kjlUng lacrosse. He told how the 
ifntrQauctlon t>f professionalism had 
■jtllled amateur baseball in this city 
,Where a five club league hu-d once 
flourished, and where there was not 
a single baseball ciub in e.Klstence 
lUow. Lacrosse had gone the same 
way. There was the same danger In 
regard to soccer football now, simply 
because some of the clubs desired to 
countenance in-ofesslonallsm. In fact 
the speaker said he had it on good 
authority that professionalism , had 
already taken' a hold pn spocer fpot- 
bali la .Vqiycouvpr. , ,f hg only remedy 
that lio iipuld' see was, to get a 'new 
union, a local one preferably, which 
could afllllate with one of the big 
governing bodies, quoting the Can- 
adian Amateur Athletic Union In this 
connection as being the proper union 
to join because o£ tho purity of its 
amateur detlnltion. Field and track 
athletics had practically become non- 
«.\-istent in Victoria because the 
young nien were not given the pro- 
per encouragement or opportunity. He 
suggested letting the soccer football 
men . run their own sport, and leav- 
ing them severely alone 'at present. 
The idea in starting was to regulate 
tho smaller sports and then branch 
out. Soooer football on the Island so 
far hacl'heen amateur, and he thought 
it would continue so for some little 
lime yet.

Moreover, the cost of oper- 
ation of these alien craft is based on 
sales of expenses prcv-alling in Europe. 
They are provisioned largely, in fact 
almost altogether, from their home 
ports in the countries from which they 
hail. Tho prevailing wage of those 
manning these craft is but thirty per 
cent, of that ruling on Canadian ves- 
sels, which, despite the different con- 
ditions which prevail on thi.s coast, 
must compete ^vith . these craft which 
are so cheaply manned and cheaply 
lirovisioned. ■ 

• "The allowance of these foreign ves- 
sels in the liome trade of Canada in 
sue!) unfair comnetition with Canadian 
vessels mvLst eventually force the more 
expensively operated home shipping 
out oC the trade which is its natural 
right; moreover, it must needs pre-

''im Australian waters that the Norweg- 
ian craft now threaten In British Col- 
umbia and the Australian shipowners 
and seafarers, for their protection, took 
up the question at tho Imperial confer- 
ence of 1907, as no doubt you are fami- 
liar, and secured for their protection 
such local legislation as forced the un - 
fair competition which threatens tho 
elilpplng trade of this western seaboard 
of the Dominion of Canada from the 
homo trade of Australia."

SAYS THOMAS LAWSON 
WAS NOT SEAWiORTHY 



Shipping Paper Says if Allegations 
Made Are Correct Authorities 
Should< Investigate 



. The . undoubted cause of .; loss^of the; 
big seven-masted schooner Tfiomas 
W. Lawson, says Shipping Illusti-ated, 
.■ihould elicit the attention of the au- 
thorities. Although this vessel is said 
to have been classed in the Bureau 
Veritas after her equipment for car- 
rying oil in bulk. had >been -instal\ed^ it 
IS notable that the owners threatened 
to break their contract with the char- 
terers owing to the result of the tc.^t 
having shown the schooner, in their 
opinion and in the: opinion of a num- 
ber of surveyors and underwriters, to 
be altogether unseaworthy to carry a 
full cago of the nature demanded. To 
appreciate the danger it is only neces- 
sary to under.stand the condition , of 
the great craft. ,; Originally built , .for 
carrying coal, a ■ deadw'eight- .cargo, 
which is" in little'danger '6 shifting, 
with xomparatlvely full holds' on a 
coastwise voyage, her adaptation for 
the oil trade primarily consisted only 
of wooden ljulkheads. 'It can readily 
bo understood that these were by no 
means tiglil against leakage, the rem- 
edy for which wa.s in pumps on deck, 
supposed to be utilized for trimming 
the liquid cargo as might he neces- 
sary. Wlicn the vessel was taken 
from the trade between Texas and 
Xew York and made road.y for trans- 
atlantic traliic, steel bulklieads were 
liut in hor fore and aft, athwart Bhii)s, 
but no longitudinal steel bulkheads, 
as a result of which wlien tests were 
made with water, it was found that 
when the schooner heeled to an angle 
of only seven degrees, she "took 
charge," tliat i.s, could not be prevent- 
ed from capsisiing at the slightest 
provocation of wind or sea. In this 
condition she was loaded with bulk 
oil for England and the marvel is that 
she ever succeeded in reaching within 
.■sight of tlie English coast. No one 
familiar with sailing vessels and ac- 
customed to often seeing them right 
themselves after being almost on their 
beam end,?, will fall to appreciate the 
danger Of sailing the sea In a, craft 
which could not .Without danger , heel 
to ai greater, angle than seven degrees. 
Anyone accustomed to the sea .-.can 
readily understand how the crew -.of 
the '.-ichooner were powerless ' ; to / do 
anything in the galo of . wind : and 
heavy sea In -whlch they found' them- 
selves after making the'. British coast, 
how their only hope lay in anchoring 
in the best position practicable, and 
how most naturally the craft would 
yaw and roll at her anchor chains 
until, with a wild sea running and the 
liquid cargo swashing i from one side 
to the other in her hiilj,' she eventually 
rolled over beyond hope of righting 
If the authorities will verify by in- 
vestigation all these allegations, it 
would seem as If someone ought to be 
punished for sending a good ship to 
sea in such a very dangerous condi- 
tion, causing eventually the loss, not 
only of vessel and . cargo, but of sl.x- 
teon llveii. 



The United States hydrographic of- 
fice reports that Capt. H. Bandelln, of 
tho German bark R. C. Rlckmor.g, says 
that on December 26, 1!107, when In 
latitude ;!7.30 N., longitude 123.54 W., 
he passed close to wreckage consisting 
of a vcs.scl'a bulwarks, bow and poop 
deck, all close together. The dock was 
about iQ: feet. long and ^20 fcct-wlde. 



The steamer Gymeric of the Weir 
line -vvas severely damaged by the hur- 
ricanes encountered when'; bound - from 
Vancouver to Hongkong.-iaccordlng to 
a letter which has been received from 
Capt Hall of the liner by Capt. David 
Balrd, marine superintendent for An- 
drew Weir: &. Go. on this coasti When 
the Gymeric limped into Muroran 
news .: was - given ■ briefly ; by . cable, as 
stated iln . these columns. The letter 
states that from Nov. 18 to Dec. 5 tho 
Gymeric was battered by terrific gales, 
and twice was in hurricanes which 
tore loose her deck load, smashed the 
bulwarks. Injured the , captain, ..-.two 
mates and two sailors, and smashed 
a lifeboat. 

Capt. Hall relates how on Nov. 18, 
in about 175 degrees west longitude, 
tho Gymeric encountered a hurricane, 
the hardest he had ever experienced. 
The wind came from the west, but tlie 
sea piled up from three different di- 
rections. Tho chains of tho steering 
gear parted, and the vessel fell into 
the trough of tho sea. A hand steer- 
ing gear was rigged up, but broke at 
once under the terrific strain. Whilo 
the Gymeric lay in the trough of the 
seas and all hands were trying to make 
sail to get her into the wind a .sea 
broke over her, smashing about sixty 
feet of tho bulwarks, breaking the 
lashings and bolts which held the deck 
cargo, smashing the starboard lifeboat 
and injuring Capt. Hall, the first and 
second mates and two sailors. 

From Nov. IS to Nov. 22, Capt. Hall 
says the ship was in weather varying 
from a fresh to a strong gale, aii^ on 
the latter date another hurricane from 
the southwest sprang up. The rudder 
chains again parted, and when the ship 
fell off into the trough of the seas the 
waves carried away ' 120 tons of coal 
from the bridge deck. 

When the Gymeric cleared from the 
Sound she carried a deck load of im- 
mense logs, twenty-eight Inches square 
and weighing three tons each. Tho 
waves now set these logs adrift and 
tho great timbers washed back and 
forth like battering rams, damaging 
deckhouses, , bulwarks and everything 
with which . they came in contact. Cap t. 
Hall writes: that had he been able he 
would have jettisoned , 'the .i.whole, car- 
go, 'but the timbers were tpo big for 
the crow to handle.

Hall, "have I experienced anythJng.?like 
those two.i hurricanes. : Twice I^thOught 
we would be lost, especially wherijthose 
three-tbn logs' began' to'i float; about." 
Capt.JNitall' anticipates seriousi'damage 
to the'cargo.:in the hold, although at 
tho time he wrote, Dec. 13, from Hong- 
kong roads, a survey had not been 
made. 

Almost on tho 180th meridian and in 
approximately latitude 48 north, tne 
Gymeric was spolcen by the British 
.steamer Oanfa, from Yokohama for 
Tacoma. at 4 p.m., on Thursday, Nov. 
21. The Oanfa passed about two miles 
nortli of the Weir steamer. Signals 
were exchanged, but the Gymerlc's 
flags were so dirty her name^could not 
be distinguished. However, \vhen the 
Oanfa made Tocoma it was learned 
that it was the Gynieric. 

At the time of speaking tho Gymeric 
appeared to be h.aving a hard time 
bucking a head wind and laboring with 
an immense sea. Tlie swell was, so 
great that from the Oanfa's decks only 
the top of the Gymerlc's masts could 
be seen when both vessels ^vcro be- 
tween the waves. The wind was al- 
most duo west, and tho Gymeric was 
making but slow headway against tlio 
strong wind and sea. Slio gave no 
signal denoting that she had sustain- 
ed damage. 

The Oanfa had just been through 
several cyclonic gales and it was prob- 
ably in one of tlicso that the Gymeric 
was damaged. AS'hile the date was 
Nov. 21 on the Oanfa it "was likoly 
Nov. 20 on the Gymeric, <as tho latter 
was probably still using Pacinc c.-.ast 
time, while the Oanfa was using. Ori- 
ental time.

HURRICANE BLOWING 

OFF ISLAND COAST 



Velocity of From 75 to 80 Miles an 
Hour Blowing Last Night —

A heavy galo blowing at the velocity 
of from 75 to 80 miles an hour was re- 
ported blowing off the island and 
Washington coast near tho entrance to 
the straits of Junn de Fuca last night. 
The wind was strong from the south- 
east In the afternoon and at 7 p.m. tho 
velocity was 30 miles an hour, but 
freshened quickly and at 8 p.m. there 
was a tremendous sea running whilo 
tho wind was blowing with hurricane 
force.

Yes- 
terday theHwIroless telegrapli operator 
at Pachena and the lightkeeper at Cape 
Ueale 'both reported two German three- 
masted : barks off the - coast, ! making 
their way into the straits, with .sails 
gone and showing .the effect -of heavy 
weather. The day previous the schooner 
Spokane passed in with her mainmast 
gone, and the experiences of the Port 
Patrick, recountered yesterday morning 
show that.the big ^sailer had a narrow 
escape from, being lost when wrenched 
so badly by the storms. 

Tho steamer Oriana, which is on the 
way to Victoria and Vancouver from 
Sydney, Australia, being due about tho 
end of this month, is to be tlie lir.st 
vessel of a new line to tho Antipodes, 
styled the Commonwealth lino of 
steamers.

Application for the creation of a tem- 
porary receivership will be made to 
the circuit court in the United Stales 
without delay. 

Mr. Sticlcney in addros.sing the note- 
holders dwelt upon the financial condi- 
tions in America, whicli interfered 
witli the payjnent of tlio 5 per cent, 
notes that matured during this present 
year. 

The decision of tlic finance committ- 
ee met witli tlio approval of tho note- 
holder.s.

-Washington, Jan. S. — The house cur- 
rency bill will bo Introduced bv Mr. 
Fowler and referred to his committee, 
where it will form the working basis 
for the framing of a bill of possibly 
the same tenor and scope. Tho bill 
provides for the complete retirement 
of all present outstanding national 
banli bond-secured currency, and au- 
thorizes in lieu thereof a currency 
based upon general aissets of tho banks, 
to be worked out in this way: 

The comptroller of the currency will 
designate throughout the country corr 
tain redemption cities, so th.at there 
shall be a -redemption city within at 
least twenty-fouB;!.-, hours'^ .reach : of 
every national' bank. )y.,The ,- : 'national 
banks i-yvill indicatevto fthe comptroller 
of the I'currency to what' redemption 
city 'they wish to be joined. The comp- 
troller ; will th en select , et time . and place 
within' each rederiiptlori district for 
the organlzing,;;of f'^hat^aistrict in the 
following manner: Each natonal bank 
in that district, regardless of Its capi- 
tal stock, will be entitled to' one vote; 
Representatl\'os of banks will meet iat 
a time and place designated and elect 
a board of managers, to consist of. 
seven meniboi's. These seven will elect 
a chairman, who will become a deputy 
comptroller of the currency and assume 
control of his redemption district, ex- 
cept that he shall not have charge of 
the enforceinent of the criminal stat- 
utes. 

Each national bank is authoi-ixed to 
present to tho secretary of the treas- 
ury national bank notes and . lawful 
moneys in lieu of other bank bond.'^ 
secured by outstanding notes, then if 
tiic bank's. api)lication therefor is en- 
dorsed by a board of managers of the 
redemption district to which it be- 
long.s tho bank will receive guaranteed 
credit notes to the amount of Its capi- 
tal stocif.

per cent, of .Its average deposits for 
the preceding twelve months and five 
per cent, of the credit notes which it 
takes out. Tlie revenue thus obtain- 
ed is to create and to sujjport a na- 
tional guarantee fund of $500,000,000 
for the guaranty of both tlie deposits 
and the outstanding bank notes of 
every national bank. Eighty per 
cent, of tills fund is to be invested 
in United .States bonds drawing 2 per 
/oent. Interest, while the romnlningl 
20 per cent, is , to : be deposited in the 
banks Of the various redemption 
cities for the purpose" of "redeeming 
the guaranty credit notes of the banks 
in tho various redemption districts.

total of 187,328; Ontario comes next 
with 180,340, and Quebec third with 
143,340. In respect to now vessels built 
last year, 154 were built in Nova 
Scotia, 82 in British Columbia and 74 
In Ontario. Compared with these 
llgures, Canada comes tenth with the 
nations on tho list, with Japan eighth 
and Sweden ninth. 

In the annual report of "Commander

Toronto, Jan. 7,— Amid many tokens 
of public sorrow, the funeral of Ed- 
ward Hanian, the former chaimplon 
oarsman of tho world took place this 
afternoon to Necropolis cemetery. The 
funeral procession' was a" very lengthy

All morning great crovvds Wf -peop 
visited St, Mary's ■ church; -'vvJiere/.tHe 
body of Hanian lay in state prepara- 
tory to burial this afternoon. The city 
council, civic orTlclals and athletic and 
rowing chibs attended the funeral, 
while many of his old-time Bymputlilz- 
cru I'roni all over Canada and the TJiiI 
ted^ .States were .also In attend.ancc- 

Edward H.mlan, who was regardod 
hy oarsmen for '.so many years as In- 
vincible, was bom in Toronto July 12, 
1S55, and early evinced u fondness for 
rowing. IIU first victory in a shell 
was in 1873, when he conte.sted for the 
aniatour championship of Toronto Bav 
agrainst Williams and McKay. In lS7t 
he dercated Louden, of Toronto, for 
the championship of Burlincrton Bay 
and at the same regatta was one of 
the winning double-scullers in the two 
mlIo,race. In 1875 he again defeated 
lidudoii.'ln a mile race. Victor v fol- 
lowed, victory, and a,fter defeating all 
CanadliS,n. oarspen he'^rowed in 187C, 
during the Cenlenhiai; .JJxhibltion in 
Philadelphia. In the contest between 
the professional oarsmen in the Ocn- 
teniiial regatta he carried ^everything 
before him. Sept (!, he rowed the final 
boat for the chanipian.-ihii) against 
lir.'ullcy, ot St. John, defeating him 
and lowering his record to 21.05 
wliich was the best time then on 
record for a tliree-mile race. By 
the breaiting of an outrigger, Man- 
Van was defeated by i'iai.'^trd at 
the Silver l^ake regatta. Boston 
Juno 13, 1,S77, and Oc.t. .1 of the 
.same year the famoii.s race between 
Hanian and l^harles K. (Joiirtney was 
rowed at Lachine, on tlio St. Lawrence 
river. Tho distance wa.-i five miles and 
tlie purse $8,000, Hanian winning by 1 
length and a luill'. Tliat year be de 
feated all ,tlie famous oarsmen in 
America, anil in 'J& set; sail for Eng' 
land, where hU lucky star did not des' 
ert him, and after deteatlng the ,Eng 
llsh champion. fieir,et|iviied .tO , America 
and ro\ved -the l^^f;^niile:;it'M • at 
Chataqua, Oct 16;' in 33.B6, ! the fastest 
time on record.. Tills 'was at tlie time 
when Courtney alleged that his boat 
was sawed and that ha could not u^w 
Hanian, however, met hi.^ AVnterloo In 
New South Wales, Australia, where 
he was defeated by Beach for tho 
championship of tho worlil, and again 
bv *ohn" Teiemer, of ?.rcKcesport, Pa., 
ai Pleasure Island, N.Y., t)ct. 24, ]SS,^j. 

No person who h<a.s any knowledge 
of sculling matter.s will dispute the 
statement that Kdward Ilanlan was 
the greatest oarsman that over lived. 
To holil a 'Sliortlng championship of 
any kind for eight >-ea.rs is iui unu.sual 
achievement, and particularly in row- 
ing, as tlie records of all other cham- 
pions attest. The world has never bad 
an oar.-;maii so highly honored in var- 
ious parts of the earth as Hanian. He 
was the idol of tho scullers of three 
continents for a period of years un- 
usual in length, and was certainly in 
his day a marvel in a .^hcll. 

After defeating all local oarsmen he 
went to tho Centennial regatta in 
Philadelphia in 1876, under the most 
discouraging circumstances, very bad- 
ly boat(!d, without a trainer, and en- 
tirely upon his own re-iources. Yet he 
won the championship of America, de- 
feating the 'mos(;:ipronilnent scul- 
lers of. that da,y.'By"tliat:;tlme his rep- 
utation .had' ijecdme^eBtablisiied, and 
In JatiUafyi 1879, fif -sfrent' to England, 
-wb^re -on Apr|r 3 hO' defeated John 
Hawdon at' .NewjcaStIe<-on-'Tyne. 'Oh 
June 16 of the 'same 'year he >von tho 
championship of England from Elliot. 
Returning to America he defeated 
Courtney at Chataqua Laite. In 1880 
he went to England again and defeat- 
ed Trlckett, the Australian giiant, and 
also won from Elias La>-cock, another 
Australian. During IS.sl lie did verj' 
little rojving, other than giving ex- 
hibitions, but in '82 went bacl^ to Eng- 
land and rowed Boyil on the Tj'ne for 
the championship. He ea.^ily won from 
Trickett again on May 2, 1SS2. He vis- 
ited Aii.sti-alla in '84, where he met 
and defoatCLl Elias Laycock, but was 
linally beaten by Beach, since when 
Hanian has done very little rowing. 

In all he lia>; lowed in over two 
hundrrd races and rcLvattas and lo.-it 
about lil'teen in all that nunibc'r. This 
niafvolloiis ri'conl cei'tainly entitled 
liini to be coiiKidcred the greatest 
narsnian tl;e world ever saw. ilc. wa.s 
not only the greatest living authority 
on rowing, but jimbiibly thi^ best vers- 
ed indi\-|(liial on tln^ methods of the 
la.st few years. His work as a coach 
in Toronto ha.-^ been distinguished by 
his determination to have tilings hla 
own w;iy, to which was attributable 
his break with the Argonauts, What- 
ever value is jto be hadjfrpih tlio work 
of a coach, Harilari was able to give 
better than any, other^.person^ He 
knew how individual ronsing should be 
dona by the • beSt of a}l • experience. 
He wttijessed th'e work of the greatest 
eights in the-wbrld, and' was a man of 
keen . observation: aiid ' vastly superior 
intelligence to the average oarsman. 



World's Championships. 

In connection with this subject the 
following history of world's champion 
sculling contests will be read with in- 
terest. , 

■For ab'oiit ten year-s prior to 1S76 
several races had been rowed between 
English and American champions, but 
in these nothing biglior was aimed 
at than International rivalry. No 
mention was niade of the world',3 
champion.ship. In IStlC, H. Kelly, 
the champion of England, defeat- 
ed J. Hanunil, champion of Amer- 
ica, In two races rovved on consecutive 
days. In 18C9, J. , H. Sadler,vi;pwed, over 
tlie Thahlfes:'cburse and claimed'it^^ 
from W.;Br6wn, ;champIori;:'pf;>(t'txiei?lca, 
who was toq ,111. ,t,0; start! .aOtlier- r^i^^s 
took place between American and, Eng- 
lish- oarsmen, but they are , not how of 
much - 'interest, ^ ■ in Australia several 
good ;i3ngilah": sbiillers had met with de- 
feat, ..notalJlyvjX'C and White. 
In 1873'*P';'^feeri,'''chainplon of Aus- 
tralia, rowed ■'*:R.- Chambers, rfor th'e 
championship ot England,, . and was 
easily defeated. buty;it was: not until 
Trickett and Sadler met , in. ' l*7li that 
the higher title was •■definitely staked. 
The following Is a summary of all the 
contests for the world's chaniplonsbips 
wliicli have occurred since then. 

lS7fi, June 27.— Edward '.frlckett, 
champion of .'\iistralia, met and defeat- 
ed J. H. Sadler, chanipion of England 
and America," In a race for the world's 
champlon.shlp. Trickett won easily 
and thus became the fir.st acl-tnow- 
ledged champion of the world. He was 
ni-it left in quiet possesaion of his 
laurels long, however, a.n J. Hlggins, of 
England, who had been rapidly coming 
to the front, promptly issued a chal- 
lenge. For some reason the defy was 
Ignored, and the chamjilon returned to 
Australia, where, upon his arrival, he 
•was- accorded ;i splendid reception. 

1S77, June 30. — E. Trickett met and 
defeated Michael Rush on the Parra- 
niatta, in a race for the chainpionshli). 
Rush used a fixed Ijpat seat, Trickett 
a .'jlldo. . The rape,, was well contested 
and witnessed by- a, 'crpwd on float and 
ashore ■which has;; seldom, It ever, been 
exceeded in- number. , 

1879, Aug. 29. — Trickett'^: was t-- called 
again to defend his title, the ■challenger 
being Elias Laycock, his, fellow-coun- 
tryman. Trickett was vastly Laycock's 
siiperlor'ln point.of .skill and won ra- 
ther' easily. "After' this race there was 
llttle;'rnore -rowing for Trickett in Aus- 
tralia, he havlhg proved rnuch too fast 
for any of his local rivals. Meanwhile, 
in America a wonderfully fast man had 
come to the front. This was Hanian, 
the first man to find out the real value 
of the sliding seat. He Issued chal- 
lenges — aulte absurd challenges they 
seemed to;' those who didn't know tho 
man — and Trickett, feeling nettled tliat 
so small a man should put forth such 
boastful claims, agreed to meet the 
Canadian on the Thames. Tho idn;i of 
rtefe.it never entered tlio heads of 
Trickett nor his Australian- admirers. 
It wasn't possible — -from their point of 
view — for a big, powerful, finished 
oarsman, with nothing to learn in tlie 
way of sldll, to suffer defeat ■ at the 
luuid.s of a little Yankee blowhard, as 
they termed Hanian. 

18S0, Nov. 15. — Edward Hanian, of 
Toronto, heat E. Trickett, of Sydney, on 
the Thames, for the championsliip of 
the world and .$5,000 a side. The race 
was easily won, and won all the way, 
and Hanian had plenty of time on his 
h,'iuds to amuse the i)Ublic by antics 
which at that time were thought ob- 
jectionable, Trickett's defeat was more 
than painful to himself and friends. It 
was simply crushing. 

1881, Feb. 14. — E. Hanian met and de- 
feated BHas, Laycopk, on the .Thames 
for the chatiiiiiionsbi^^ of tl>e''world.- and 
$5,000 stakes. - Htolan ha4 just'as easy 
a victory as against Ti-icketf. ' . 

1882, April 3;-^E.; Hanlaii-.,de£ea.tiBd E. 
Boyd on the Tyne.^ The race' was 

remarkable only for the fact that it 
was tho last time that an Englishman 
was a claimant for the title, until the 
advent of Harding. 

1882, May 1. — E. Hanian, for the sec- 
ond time, and more easily than the 
first, defeated E. Trickett, on the 
Thames for the championship and 
$5,000. At this time no one In America 
possessed temerity enough to go 
against Hanian in a race for the cham- 
pionship, so Hanian decided to make a 
trip to Australia in search of fresh 
laurels. Laycock chaU'ehged Hanian 
and the defy was promptly' accepted by 
the Canadian. 

ISbl, May 2,'?.— Hanian defeated 
Elias liaycoclc on the Nepean, for the 
cham))lonshlp. Hanian was anxious to 
row against any man Australia c.;nild 
produce, as his renirakablo successes 
had given him iiiihounded faith in 
Iii.-i ability to win. Beach for some 
time bad I.ieen looked upon as a very 
promi.^lng man ;iiul there wore many 
wlio liriiily lielievcd he could lic-^t 
Hanian, conse(incntl,\' a race was ar- 
riUiged as (luiclvh' as iiOr;sil)lo. 

1SS4, Aug. HI.— W, lieiich. .if IJaiito, 
defeated IC. ll;uibm on the I'arraniatta 
for the world's championship and $5,- 
000. The chainpionahip had now 
passed to the keeping of the Austral- 
ians, and so far it has been ably de- 
fended by a succession of first-class 
men. Hanlah, however, was not pro- 
pared to ' take his place among ex- 
champions without anotlier .trial, so a 
second race • - was • arrang^d^ but a 
match with Clilfdrd was a pribr fix- 
ture ■ for Beach'. ' 

lS85, Fob. 28.-rBeach' defeated Tom 
Cllltord, also of Dapto, and an old rl- 
V!il. The race was a close one iuid 
pioved Beach to be a. very determined 
man over any course or distance. Clif- 
ford was a good man, but he liad one 
weak spot— -a want of staying power. 

1885, March 28. — Beach again beat

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Ilanlan on the Paramatta for the 
chanipioii,shi]j and $n,000. llanlan's 
defeat was decisive,' but he was not 
quite satisfied, as tlie heat of the Aus- 
ti^alian summer had weakened him 
and made his training diflioult. He 
soon after returned home, leaving 
Beach the recognized champion of tho

1885i Dep. 'IS.-— Beach was called 
upohf to' row Nell Matterson for the 
^hampiohship and $2,000 stakes. Mat- 
ttprson, though , a clever sculler, was 
easily overmatched by ' Beach, who 
won easily. After ..Hanlan's return 
from Australia he Wa^'injet;. and de- 
feated by Gaudaur, who soon after 
challenged Beacli to row him a race 
on the Tliamcs for the chaiiipionship. 
This challenge Beach accepted 'and 
sailed for England at once. 

1SS8, Sept. 18.— W. Beach . beat J. 
Gaudaur on tlie Thames for the cham- 
pionship and $5,000. This was one of 
the finest races ever rowed. Beach 
hold, .a short lead tor about tliree miles 
but, was getting "done up" when Gau- 
daur. with a niagnilicent spurt, pas- 
sed lilm and would have won had not 
his coach directed him to deviate 
from hla course so a^.to pivsg thro.ugh 
tho side span of Barne's bridge. By 
this move the Can.adian lost .all he 
had gained and Beach finished a few 
feet ahead. 

No one ever accused Hanian ot 'be- 
ing delicient in pluck. He was, prob- 
ably, the most insupjires-^iblo as well 
as the pluclf iest ■=;:;-.j!ler Canada ever 
possessed, and when, early in 1887, he 
again departed for Australia to en- 
deavor once more to recover his lost 
laurels, no one wajs-,:^surpi^lBed and 
many were the good . "Wishes c.that ac- 
companied him. 

1887, Nov. 2fi. — 'SV. Beach for tho 
third time defeated H'anlan, the race 
being rowed on tlte Nepean. at .l.'(^n- 
rith. The stakes were again $5,000 and 
tho champlon.?liip. It was a splendid 
race througlioiit and was only just 
won by the Australian.. .Beach at this 
was over 37 A cars old and the -aay/af-. 
ter tho race he retired ^ in favor ,;,.of 
Peter Kemp, who assumedi -the • title,, 
Clifford was thb fli'dt claimant;; much 
to the disgust of . Hanian, who regard- 
ed Kemp as an' inferior . sculler and 
was anxious to .get at him.- . 

1888, Feb.- 11;— rPeter Kemp easily 
defeat,ed T;'"ClliTord on the Paramatta 
for the,'..iitle ..and*^$5,000. This quitiJ 
settled Clifford's claims — Hanlan's 
turn came next. 

1888, May 5 — Peter Kemp met Han- 
Ian for the championship and $.^,000. 
Kemp won but Hanian was not satis- 
lied and ciuickl.N- challenged again. 

18S8, Sept. 2:',. — Peter Kemp again 
defeated Hanian for the title and S.'j,- 
000. It was afaiiiy good race, but 
much in favor of l*^mp. Hanian w.ts 
crestfallen; ills money, his friends and 
his great reputation were almost gone. 

ISSS, Oct. 27.— Henry E. Scarle de- 
eated Kemp with case for the cham- 
liion.-^hlp and $5,000. It was)a great 
surprise to Kemp and his follower.-;, 
lor Searlc, at that time, was almost 
unknown. One race satisfied Kemp 
and Hanian bad no desire to meet thi: 
new man, neither luld anyone else in 
that part of tho world. 

'fliis wa..-! the close of Hanlan's re- 
inarkalde career as a rhampioii scul- 
ler. A few >-ear.i lali.'r he went to Co- 
lumbia university to coach, where he 
remained for three years, returning 
to Toronto where he rema,ined. until 
his death. •- '■•■«o' ■'
